Disaster Worst 
In History; Plane 
Hits In Tenements 


NEW YORK (AP) - 
Two air­ 
liners, one a jct. collided in the 
air Friday and plunged into New 
!York City. There were 132 per­ 
sons killed in the worst disaster 
in the history of aviation 
Not since the Wright brothers 
gave wings to mankind in 1903 
has there been a single air catas­ 
trophe to equal thc blazing colli­ 
sion that scorched the earth be­ 
low it. 
Of 128 persons aboard thc two 
planes, the sole survivor was one 
small boy. 
The jet plunged into a crowded 
Brooklyn neighborhood, killing a 
street cleaner at work and four 
other persons.

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Pacifists Want 
Fort Be Made 
Health Center 


FREDERICK ‘AP) - A pacifist 
group protesting germ warfare re­ 
search at Ft. Detrick has a new 
goal for 1%1 - 
to convert the 
Army post into a world health 
center. 
Lawrence Scott, pro lect director 
for the "Vigil at Ft. Detrick.'* 
said Friday his group will try to 
get people all over the country in­ 
terested in the idea. particularly 
church groups. 
“ It would give hope all over the 
world if one nation such as the 
I nited States would take such a 
step.” said Scott, a Philadelphia 
Quaker and former Baptist minis­ 
ter 
Some work on immunization and 
other health problem# is carried 
on at Ft. Detrick now. along with 
biological and chemical warfare 
research. 
"Our proposal is that the con­ 
structive side of the research he 
increased and opened to the puo- 
lic under civilian services.” Scott 
said. 
i 
“This would mean a unilateral 
step by the United States to de­ 
nounce and give up germ warfare 
research. It would be a tremen­ 
dous symbol to the world 
"Scientists 
now 
working 
on 
means of killing food plants could 
use the same facilities to learn 
how to increase food production 
as well as prevent disease." 
Scott said his group is consid­ 
ering organizing a national con­ 
ference of scientists and moral 
leaders to push the health center 
idea. 
The Vigil at Ft. Detrick began 
in July 1959 under sponsorship of 
the Fellowship of Reconciliation, 
but it later became a separate 
organization 
Picketing outside Ft. 
Detrick 
was on a daily basis until last 
July 4. Since then, the pickets 
have stood their silent watch out 
side the post only on Friday. Sat­ 
urday and Sunday. 
But the work of the organization 
continues on a full-time basis. 
When not outside the Army post, a 
nucleus ot Scott and four others 
gets out a newsletter, holds meet­ 
ings. distributes literature or oper­ 
ates an information table on a 
sidewalk in downtown Frederick. 
Some 1.400 persons have taken 
pail in the peaceful picketing 
They include persons from many 
walks of lite —■ teachers, physi­ 
cians. scientists 
ministers, stu 
dents, 
laborers,

housewives 
Anywhere from half a dozen to 
50 stand beside the road leading 
to the post during daylight hours. 
A propped up -sign reads. “Vigil 
at Ft.

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Candles Glow In Jewish Homes, Reflecting Ancient Fight For Religious Freedom

The candles burn at night And 
a memory glows—the memory of 
history * first great fight for' re­ 
ligious freedom 


It happened long ago. It was an 
amazing triumph 
And 
it 
pre­ 
served the right men still have to­ 
day to worship God 
Prayers of gratitude for that 
Victory sound anew this week in 
Jewish homes 
Judaism’s festival of Hanukkah. 
Or 
dedication , began Wednes­ 


day and continues for eight days. 
It marks the reconsecration of the 
ancient temple in Jerusalem rn 
165 B.C. after it was freed of the 
ra\ages of a heathen tyranny. 
The war that won that libera­ 
tion still stands as a beacon of 
man s indomitable strength to up­ 
hold his faith, against overwhelm­ 
ing odds.

But 
stubborn 
valor overcame 
vast armaments 
For 
three 
relentless 
years, 
ragged, little guerrilla bands led 
by Judah Maccabee and his four 
brothers 
harassed 
the 
world’s 
then-mightiest military force, the 
legions of Syria. 
And in the final, decisive bat­ 
tles. the scant but daringly cun­ 
ning Judean companies totalling 
only 3.OOO routed a Syrian army 
of 40 000 foot soldiers and 7.000 
horsemen and spearmen mounted 


on elephants. 
That astounding feat was a turn 
ing point in civilization, for it not 
only saved Judaism from a mas­ 
sive attempt to stamp it out, but 
also continued it as a subsequent 
cradle for Christianity. 
Because of its timing, the an­ 
cient festival is sometimes called 
the "Jewish Christmas." It has 
similar associations of gift-giving, 
songs and gladness, which tends 
to link Jews with the spirit of 
Christmas, along with Christians.

into a pagan sanctuary of Jupiter.

It 
was unlawful to keep the Sab­ 
bath. Heathen altars were erect­ 
ed throughout Israel, and Jews 
ordered at swordpoint to bow to 
them. Hundreds refused and were 
slain.

The Steelwork­ 
ers in early 1959 suggested giving their mem­ 
bers a three-month paid vacation every five 
years, thereby to create 30.000 additional jobs.
